“Vive le Koi!" and with a white flag ot
thelr head. The goyvernment of Versallles
is nctipg against the Jaws of warfare and
humanity. and we shall be compelled to muke
reprigals should they continue to disregard the
usual conditions of warfare belween civillzed
peoples. If our enemies murder a single one of
our soldiers, we shall reply by ordering the
execution of an equal number, er double the
pumber, of prigsoners. The people, even in
its anger, detests bloodshed, as it detests civil
war; but it is its duty to prolect itself against
the savage attempts of its enemies, and, what-
ever it may cost, It shall be “*an eye for an eye,
a tooth for a tooth.”

= Lulllexr's Escape from Prison,

Lieutepant Lallier, who was a leading mem-
ber of the Commune Committee, escaped from
the prison to which he was consigned by his
colleagues, and has sat up to be a little republic
in himeelf, as appears by the following letter
published in the ..F!ut d'Ordre: —

My pranr RocnerorT:—You know the infae
mous machinations of which I have been the
victlm. Arrested without avowed motive by the
Central Committee, I was thrown into a lock-up
of the Prefecture of Police and kept there au
gecrel st & tume when Paris had the greatest
need of men of actlon understanding military
businees, The Prefecture of Police is trans-
formed Into a Btate prison, and the most rigor-
ous precautions areé taken againgt those incar-
cerated in it. Nevertheless, followed by my
secrotary, I was able to quietly issne from my
cell and te pase through two courts guarded
ench by a dozen men. As I went out three
doors were thrown open at my demand and the
soldiers keeping them presented arms to me.
At the present writing 1 am surrounded by 200
resolute men, and I carry three loaded revolvers
in my pockets.

I was for a long time so slmrle as to go about
unarmed and unaccompanied by friends. But I
am now resolved to break the head of whoever
may come Lo arrest me. I beg also tolaform
you that I never hide myself, and that I walk
openly aud unmolested on the bounlevards. I
fraternally shake both your haunds. Your de-
voted Iriend, C. LuLuien.

How Gustave Flourens Died,
Veraailles Corvespondende af the London Times, Aprild,

Many of the insurgents changed their clothes
when they found that their retreat had been cut
off. Among the rest the aide-de-camp of Gus-
tave Flourens, one of their chiefs, did so, In
the afternoon, about 4 o'clock, the gendarmes
were searching the village of Chaton, when a
shot came from the window of an auberge Kept
by a man named Ducoq. The gendarmes enterad
the hounse, and when tuey reached the first floor
one of them received a bullet in the shoulder at
the moment when he was entering one of the
rooms. His captain, M. Desmaret, rushed into
the room, found the man who had fired the shot
with a revolver in his band, and instantly cut
him down with his sabre., This man was no
other than Flourens, His alde-de-camp, an
Italinn pamed Cypriani, was wounded by a
gabre cut, and made prisoner, He had assumed
civil attire, but Flourens himself was in mllitary
uniform. His dead body pnow lies althe Am-
phitheatre Hospital in this town.

DISASTER ON THE ERIE RAILWAY,

Colllsion of Tralns — Two Locomotives
and Seven Cars Wrecked—-Two Persons
Injured.

Ataboul 2 o'clock yesterday morning a disas-
trous collision occurred on the Erie Railroad at
Weehawken, A train from the cattle yards at
Fort Lee, headed by Engine No, 158, met a train
bound for the oll docks, headed by Engine No.
150, on the single track, just south of Weehaw-
ken. The engines, together with four of the
oll ears and three of the cattle cars, were com-

letely wrecked, entailing a loss of §25,000.

Michael Hanlon, one of the engineers, was ter-

ribly sealded, and a fireman, in leapfn from

the train, feli and sustained severe injuries. It
is difficnlt o astertain where the blame for the
nccident belongs,—N, Y. Post, last evening.

THE CRISPIN TROUBLES,

The Wholesnle Strike In Baltimore—The
Question of Female Operatives.

The Baltimore American of vesterday has the
f?lluwiux upon the shoemakers' troubles in that
ey —

On Baturday afternoon last a meeting of the
Shoe nud Lesther Board of Trade was held jor
the purpose of diecussing the canses which have
led to the rupture between the boot and shoe
manufacturers and their workmen. The meet-
ing was a large one, and was called to order by
Mr. Bmith, President of the assoclation,

Mr. Bmith sald that it appears the female
operatives want to exact unfalr, unreasonable,
and unjust obligations from the manufncturers.
The trouble is not a question of wages, the ladies
saying that they are not oppressedin that quar-
ter, but they exact of the manufacturers that
they shall employ only those females whom the
Boclely of the Daughters of Crispin may select.
This they eclaim as protection, but, said Mr.
Bmith, at the same time they are protecting
themselves they are making unequal exactions
upon others. They iake the prerogative of
saying who shall be employed—a right which,
Mr, Bmith thought, belonged to the employer.

Mr. 8mith alluded to the fact that, as a general
thing, female labor ig but poorly pald, and knew
of no branch 80 bad In thal respect as the cloth-
ing trade. He regarded the prices pald for
making clothing a8 being a disgrace to hu
manity, and he could not understand how men
conld call themselves Christlans who wonld
compel a woman to give ber fall time inmakin
clothing, and recelve at the end of Lthe week #
1o &4, which sum, as Mr, Bulth contended, was
about the average amount of wuges paid to
sewing women who work upon coats and pauls.
He regarded -the filting departmeut of the
boot and shoe buosiness as belog the most re-
munerative employment for females that can
be oblained fn the city, They average $12, and
many earn as high as $25 per week, The bosses
do nol say that they are recelving too mmnch
money, aud the speaker advocated the paylug
of such wages. € men average §20 per week,
and a good workman ean earn $30 per week;
and from the [act that the females receive such
good pay other help from the cloak-making and
other departments flocked to the shoe faclories
for work. This influx, sald Mr, Bmith, caused
the Daughters of BL. Orispin to revolt, and they
expressed their determination not to allow any

irl or woman to come iuto the works, but to

eep the work for the few that bad it; and they
say Lo the manufactarers, “1f vou are not satis-
fled with our action,we will departand no losger
labor for you."

Trouble Over nn Undertakers’ Bill,

Margaret Killoran died on the 4th of October,
